(L)  small  arms  firing  ranges,  (M)  driver  training  areas,  (N)  tank/ 
assault  gun  firing  ranges,  (P)  flat  trajectory  firing  ranges,  (Q)  artillery 
emplacements  (batteries),  (R)  Infantry  or  combined  arms  field  train- 
ing areas  or  courses,  (S)  special  training  facilities,  (T)  unidentified 
facilities  or  tracking  activity.

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DESCRIPTION  OF 

Railroad  Service 

Kaunas  railroad  yards  and  the  main  rail 
line  between  Kaunas  and  Vilnius  are  located 
1.5  kilometers  south. 

Road  Ser  vice 

The  barracks  installation  is  served  by  the 
main  road  between  Kaunas  and  Jonava. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  D1  contains  2 multistory  barracks. 
Area  D2  contains  2 administration  buildings. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  19  single-story  general 
storage  buildings.

POL  Storage  Area 

Area  G contains  1 unidentified  building. 
This  is  reportedly  a POL  storage  area;  however, 
no  tanks  were  observed. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Areas 

Area  J1  contains  a vehicle  storage/mainte- 
nance building,  300  by  45  feet,  and  a vehicle 
storage/maintenance  building,  290  by  80  feet, 
with  an  extension  which  is  50  by, 30  feet. 

Area  J2  contains  a 240-  by  75-foot  vehicle 
storage/maintenance  building  and  approximate- 
ly 20  vehicles. 

Athletic  Field 

A stadium  is  located  1,000  feet  southwest 
of  the  barracks  area. 
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
